"the seat of war." who says not a drop of white 
blood has l.een shed upon the waters of the Blue 
Earth, the Wut.mwan, or any of its branches. No 
bottile Indians bud been nearer Mankato than Spir. 
it Lake. The reports of murders arose from the 
fact that some prJBMable anuuhy Indians went there 
to make sugar, and, seeing their fires at night, they 
were imagined to be those of hunting caldns. He 
said all the Indians wer<; fleeing from the sugar 
bush to the fort for protection, scared nearly out of 
iiieir

Poisonino Case — .4 .Strange Stonj. — On the 
morning of Sunday, the 19th. inst., a portion ol the 
family of Mr. Wiili.im O. Kline, a memlitr of the 
Select Council from the Seventeenth Ward, was ta- 
ken seriously ill. The two sons and the father of 
Mr. Kline were the per ons attacked, an ! for a time 
their recovery was considered douiitful. Mr. Wil- 
liam O. Kline and his brother, Dr. Isaac Cline, were 
absent from the city at the time, and they, of course, 
escaped. Mrs. William O. Cline also escaped, and 
as she was the only one of the family who did not 
partake of sugar at breakfast, it was at once infer- 
red that jioison had been introduced into the >-ugar, 
either by accident or by design. Upan submitting 
the contents of the sugar liowl to chemical tests it 
was at once discovered that they were largely mix- 
ed with tartar emetic. 

All efforts to ascertain how the drug got into th? 
sugar were fruitless until List Saturday, when a col- 
ored woman named Anna Maria Roberts made an 
affidavit at the Mayor's office, which, if true, reveals 
a strange story of crime, ignorance, and sup.-r>ti- 
tion. The story was to the following effect: The 
colored woman deposed that in February or March 
last she lived with a certain lialf-cra/.y woman 
named Mrs. Haggerty, in the upper part of the city, 
who is a planet reader and fortune teller by profes- 
sion. While at Mrs. Haggert.y's house, Mrs. Kmily 
Kline — who is married to Dr. Isaac Kline ? but with 
whom the latter refuse? to live — was 11 vi>itor at the 
house of Mrs. H. On these vi-its, the deponent al- 
leges Mrs. Kline offered Mrs. Haggerty fifty dollar* 
and a gold watch if >he would give Dr. Kline some- 
thing that would make him either live with her, or 
that, would put him out of the way. This 4i love 
pow der" arrangement was acquiesced in, according 
to the colored woman's story, but the latter says she 
prevented the consummation of the plau by giving 
Dr. Kline a hint of »hat was goin^ on. 

Mrs. Roberts went on to state that they finally 
determined to administer the charm to Dr. Kline, in 
spite of her efforts to dissuade them from it, and 
she says that after she had -ent him word that there 
was a plot against him and advised him to call on 
Mrs. Haggerty, the latter had said th:U —l ow the 
Doctor came by a given time '"and gave her a hun- 
dred dollars she would give him something that 
would put him past coming — she worked for them 
who paid best." 

According to the story of the colored woman, Mrs. 
Haggerty had told her that Mrs. Kmily Kline h .d 
once wanted her to take away the hearing of Dr. 
Kline. She did not d> the job herself, but she re- 
commended her to % colored man, whom, "he said, 
did it for fifteen dollars. 

The black wThnan in the course of her disclosures 
said that Mrs. Haggerty had remarked Ami *he 
could administer the drug w ith a better eff-ct if Dr. 
Kline would call upon her, bat that it would not 
make much difference as long as a certain girl was 
employed as a chambermaid in the family of Mr. 
Wm. O. Kline, with w hom Dr. Kline tioarded. The 
deponent also told of how, on a certain occasion, 
Mrs. Haggerty sent her to a drug store for a white 
powder, the name of which she did not know, and 
bow Mrs. H. had said it w»« poison, and that she 
was going to fix it up for a woman. 

This is a brief outline of the affidavit made bv the 
colored woman who went extensively into details. 

In consequence of these aw ful disclosures warrants 
were issued for the arre-t of the parties named.

He asserted, with some sacrh'ice of vanity, and 
came around y esterday morning, in his holiday suit 
of blue cloth, trimmed with scarlet and yellow bind- 
ng. His wife, a short woman of about twenty-live, 
with a f ice as rlat and round as a ulatter, bur a re- 
in. .rkably fair complexion, accompanied him, though 
with evident reluctance, and sat with eyes modestly 
cast down w hile I sketched her features. The cir- 
cumstance of my giving lairs half a dollar at the 
close of the sitting was immediately spread through 
Kautokeino, and before ni^ht all the Lapps of the 
place were ambitious to undergo the same operation. 
The shortness of the imperfec t day light, however, 
obliged me to decline further offers, especially as 
there were few Lapps of pure, unmixed blood among 
my visitors. 

We have visited the native schools and some of 
the earthern huts, or, rather, dens, in which most of 
the inhabitants live. There were two schools, each 
containing about twenty scholars — fat, greasy young- 
sters, swaddled in reindeer skins, with t lue eyes, 
light brown or yellow hair, and tawny red cheeks, 
wherever the original color could he discerned. As 
the rooms were rather warm, the odor of Lapj 
hood was not quite as fresh 
not tarry long among them. 

Approaching the side of a pile of dirt covered 
with snow, we pushed, one after another, against a 
small i>quare door, hung at such a slant that it closed 
of itself,and entered an ante-den used as a store-room. 
Another similar door ushered us into the house, 
a rude, vaulted space, framed with poles, sticks, 
and reindeer hides, and covered compactly with 
earth, except a narrow opening in the top to let out 
the smoke from the fire kindled in the center. Pieces 
of reindeer hide, dried flesh, bags of fat, aud other

In the distant We.-tern towns, however, 
bnjmtd the gaod hotels of the Lakes aud on the 
river-, pearlash, however, under the name of sale- 
rat us. is King. It is pearlash for breukfast, peail- 
ash for dinner, and pearlash for supper. It is no 
wonder then that white people East turn yellow- 
west, and sicken, not of feverand ague, billious and 
congestive fevers, but of pearlash three times per 
day.

A Smr'sCiiKw Staiived to Death. — An Eng- 
lish ship was wrecked. probaMy in February last, 
upon the coa9t of Norway, relative to which a letter 
received in England says: 

A pilot on the '2d of March Lonrded a vessel about 
ei^ht miles from the land, otr'Kinti, near Stavanger, 
dismasted and water-logged. Found in the l'or«.t is- 
tle the l.oilies of six m«:n, which he brought with 
him on shore, and another body was found between 
the cargo, in the hold, which he could not succeed 
in landing. A certiiieate found on bond proved the 
vessel to lie the Holingen. from Narva far (iains- 
horough, with a cargo of deals, >!ic. The vessel 
was found to he without provisions; the crew are 
therefore supposed to have died from starvation, 
and especially as one of the hfldiM appeared to bear 
ni^rks of having been attacked liv the others to sat- 
isfy their hunger. Some of the bodies had evident- 
ly been dead some tiiu»*, others only a few days. 
The most remarkable circumstance connected w'itli 
this wreck M that the crew could have beeu starved 
to death on a voyage from Narva to (Liinsborough, 
as, even admitting that they ran short of provisions 
or that these weie spoiled on the vessel Hling with 
water, the crew must still Live existed four or live 
days, and during that period on a track so fre- 
quented as Use North Sea, it appears strange that 
they fell in wi;h no vessel of any kind.
